REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON RULES 

1. SESSIONS — (a) The Conference shall convene at 8:30 a. m. and 
adjourn at 12:15 p. m. except that on Monday the time of meeting shall be 
8:00 a. m. 

(b) Special sessions may be held as occassion requires and each session 
shall include a devotional service not exceeding a half hour duration. 



2. ORGANIZATION — The Secretary, Statistican, Treasurer and Histor- 
ian shall be elected for one year, the election taking place on Saturday, and 
on the first day of the next session of the Conference thy shall nominate 
their assistants. The Conference Postmaster shall be elected on the first day. 



3. STANDING COMMITTEES- These shall be nominated by the dis- 
trict superintendents a year in advance and the list published in the Year 
Book. At the opening session, after necessary revision, the Conference shall 
vote on the committees thus nominated. The first person named on a stand- 
ing committee shall call a meeting of the committee not later than the second 
day of the session, and all reports of the standing committees shall be on 
the Secretary’s desk by noon of the fourth day. 



4. REPORTS — All reports intended for publication shall be prepared in 
duplicate and whenever possible typewritten. Reports of district superinten- 
dents for publication are limited to 2000 words. 

PUBLISHING BOARD (a) The Secretary and one assistant named 
by him shall constitute the Publishing Board with authority to edit and pub- 
lish all matter properly included in the Year Book. 

fb) All matter intended for publication shall be in the hands of the 
Publishing Board on the last day of the Conference session unless by special 
arrangement satisfactory to this Board. 

(c) The Printed Minutes properly signed by the President and Secre- 
tary shall be the official journal of the Conference. 

(d) The Publishing Board shall send one copy of the Year Book free to 
widows of ministers and to retired members except such as may be serving as 
supplies. 
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6. CHANGE OF RELATION (a) Requests for a change of relation, 
reinstatement or restoration of credentials shall be made; openly at a busi- 
ness session and then without specific action of the Conference each case is 

> • in the hands of the Committee on Conferenc Relations and the Conference 

may not take action until the Committee makes its report. 

(b) All the men in the supemumary and retired relation are hereby re- 
, ferred to the Committee on Conference Relations for their recommendations 

for continuance. 

7. COMMITTEE ON MINISTERIAL QUAUFICATIONS— The Board 

j of Examiners shall constitute a Committee on Ministerial Qualifications for all 

persons in the course of study and admission on trial. 

8. HEARING — Bringing the name of retired minister to the attention 
of the Conference in session assembled shall be considered an opportunity to 
be heard in agreement with paragraph 34, section 7 of the Discipline. 

9. PRIVILEGES (a) Persons not officially connected with the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church are not privileged to address the Conference during • 
a business session except on recommendation of the Committee on Privileges 

^ and then only for such time as this Committee shall designate. 

(b) No individual or firm not of our church shall be permitted the 
right of floor space for sales purposes anywhere in the Conference building 
during the session except on the approval of the Committee on Privileges.. 

(c) 'Taking any special offering except for the custodian of the church 
is forbidden unless approved in advance by the Committee on Privileges. 

10. RESOLUTIONS — All adopted resolutions shall be presented in 
duplicate and bear the name of the mover or signers. 

( 11. MEMORIAL SERVICE — The Conference Memorial service shall be 

^ held on the opening day immediately after the Sacrament of the Lord’s Sup- 

per and shall be under the direction of the Committee on Memoirs. 

12. FINANCIAL YEAR — The financial year of the Iowa Conference 
shall close two weeks before the date set for the opening of the Conference 
and the reports of the pastors shall be in the hands of the Statistican and 
Treasurer one week later. 

13. RULES (a) These rules shall be in effect immediately on their 
adoption. 

(b) These rules may be amended by a majority vote at the opening 
session of the Conference. At all other limes it shall require a two thirds 
vote to suspend or amend them. 

(c) These rules of order shall be printed in the Year Book annually.

1 The Mid-Year meeting for examination shall be held on the third 
Tuesday in May at 8:00 a. m., unless otherwise ordered. 

2. All examinations in the First, Second, Third and Fourth Years in 
the Course of Study, will be given at the time of the Mid-Year. 

3. All undergraduates including Local Preachers in charge, are required 
to be present at the Mid-Year. 

4. When a preacher in full connection fails to be advanced in the 
studies of a given year, that year shall not be counted as a year of effective 
service, unless he is in attendance upon a standard school or is excused by 
a two-thirds vote of the Conference upon recommendation of the Board of 
Examiners. 

5. Only certificates from our regular Theological Seminaries and other 
Educational Agencies approved by our University Senate will be accepted 
in substitution. 

6. All Local Preachers, who are giving their full time to work under 
a District Superintendent, shall be required to take the Local Preachers* 
Course of Study, year by year under the Board of Examiners. 

7. All Sermons and “Required Written Work” in the Collateral Reading 
should be completed as soon as possible and 'sent in when completed. The 
examiners will not be expected to grade any such work after the first of 
August. 

8. Examinations for “Admission on Trial” or for Orders will be held at 
the seat of the Conference at 8:00 a. m., on the day preceding the opening 
of the Conference. The work should be completed on that day as the Discipline 
does not authorize any other day. 

9. Each candidate for examination in the Course of Study or for 
Orders shaU pay to the Registrar a matriculation fee of fifty cents per 
year payable prior to examination.

Adjournment — ^Announcements were made and the Conference 
adjourned with the benediction by W. C. Wasser. 

SECOND DAY 

Thursday, September 14, 1922 

Opening — Conference convened at 8:30 a. m. with Bishop 
Francis J. McConnell in the chair. Hymns were sung and prayer 
was offered by the Bishop. 

Journal — Minutes of the preceding session were read, cor- 
rected and approved. 

Roll — On motion of W. H. Perdew the Conference voted to dis- 
pense with roll call, members present for the first time to report to 
the Secretary. 

Order of the Day — By appointment of Bishop McConnell the 
reception of the class into full membership was made the order of 
the day at 10:00 a. m. Friday. 

Question Fourteen — All the men in the effective relation in 
all the districts were passed in character and the pastors made 
their reports. 

Referred — On motion of G. L. Minear, J. F. Barnett and R. 
L. Patterson were referred to the Committee on Conference Rela- 
tion, and on motion of E. J. Shook, E. E. Lymer was referred to the 
same Committee. 

Resolution — The following resolution was offered by the Sec- 
retary and on his motion it was adopted: — ^Whereas it appears from 
the General Minutes of 1920 that Gordon D. Cox was transferred 
to the Southern California Conference, and whereas in the General 
Minutes of 1921 he is recorded as withdrawn, therefore be it resolved 
that we recognize that we acted without authority one year ago in 
locating him and that consequently our action was null and void. 

Sale of Property — On motion of G. L. Minear the Executive 
Committee of the Board of Conference Trustees were empowered 
to sell the Jamestown church on the former Buffalo Charge. On 
motion of E. J. Shook the same committee was empowered to sell 
the property at West Point and Valley Church near Keokuk. On

Order of the Day — On motion of Thomas Osborn the order of 
the day for Friday immediately after the reading of the journal 
was made the consideration of substituting Plan 2, Paragraph 328 
of the Discipline for plan 1, paragraph 327. 

Greetings — On motion of C. B. Hankins the Secretary of the 
Conference was instructed to send the greetings of the Conference to 
Bishop Homer C. Stuntz presiding over the Erie Conference at 
Dubois, Pa. On motion of M. E. Nethercut, S. H. Turbeville was 
appointed to convey the greetings of the Conference to the A. M. E. 
Conference now in session in this city. 

Dividends — The Bishop announced the receipt of drafts as fol- 
lows: From the Chartered Fund $35 and from the Book Concern 
$2414, and these were ordered paid. 
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Order of the Day — On motion of H. C. Millice the considera- 
tion of Question 36 was made the order of the day immediately 
after first order of the day for Firday. 

Introduced — ^Miss Mary Jackson, Superintendent of Graham 
Protestant Hospital was introduced and spoke briefly extending to 
the Conference an invitation to visit the Hospital between the 
hours of 5 :00 and 6 :00 o’clock today. 

Question of Privilege — As a question of privilege J. W. Han- 
cher asked to be recorded as present at the session. 

Announcements — ^Announcements for the day were made. 

Devotions — Bishop McConnell conducted a devotional service 
speaking from Galatians 6:7-9, and concluded with the benediction 
after which the Conference stood adjourned. 

THIRD DAY

Permanent Fund presented his annual report which on motion of 
the Secretary was accepted. See report. 

The report of P. J. Hasenstab, pastor of Methodist EpiscopeJ 
Mission to the Deaf was received with a check for $4.00 for the 
Conference Claimants fund which was turned over to the Con- 
ference Treasurer. 

Pastors* Quota — ^The following motion was offered by C. L. 
Tennant: That the expectation for the Conference Permanent Fund 
from the pastors and men in detached service be on the basis of 
salary as follows: 1 per cent per year from those receiving $1500 
and less, 2 per cent per year from those receiving $1500 to $2000, 
and 3 per cent per year from those receiving $2000 per year and 
over. On motion of C. B. Hankins the consideration of the whole 
matter was referred to a special committee.

Announcement — J. W. Hancher reported the approval by the 
Cabinet of the plan of a permanent Fund Committee. 

On motion of 0. E. McBride the Conference stood adjourned.

Question Twenty-Four — ^The character of the men in the retired 
relation was passed and they were continued. 

Question Twenty-three — The roll of the supernumery preachers 
was called, their character passed and they were continued as fol- 
lows: Joe R. Hanley (3) Wm. H. Heppe (3). 

Question Twenty- five — Who are the Triers of Appeals? T. 
J. Myers, George Blagg, C. B. Rayhill, P. M. Conant, C. B. Hankins; 
Reserves, R. L. Patterson, C. L. Tennant. 

Disciplinary Questions — Questions two, three, four and seven 
were called and all answered in the negative. 

Question Fifteen was called and answered as follows: Hugh Ne- 
ville, to the Colorado Conference, Myron R. French, to the Northern 
New York Conference. 

Question of Privilege — On a question of privilege E. W. 
Stodghill Conference Treasurer asked that any money received from 
prorating be paid directly to the Treasurer of the Board of 
Stewards. 

Collection — On motion of H. F. Gilbert a collection amounting 
to $17.75 was taken for the janitor of the church. 

Report — The Statistican made his report which was accepted 
and ordered published. 

Greetings — Bishop McConnell announced the receipt of a tele- 
gram of greeting from the Erie Conference over which Bishop 
Stuntz is presiding. 

Year Books — On motion of the Secretary it was ordered that 
2500 copies of the Year Book be published; that the sale price be 
30 cents each; that the price to pastors be 25 cents per copy if paid 
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for within thirty days and 30 cents if payment is made after thirty 
days; that distribution he made on the basis of one copy to each 
17 members; and that no Year Books be sent to supplies except on 
their cash orders. 



H istorical — H. C. Millice requested that a record be made to the 
effect that the oldest M. E. Church in Keokuk is still standing at 
325 Exchange Street though now used as a residence. 



Report — On motion of George Blagg it was ordered that the re- 
port of the Treasurer of the Publishing Board be accepted and filed 
for publication. 

Trustees — On motion of W. H. Per dew the following list of 
trustees for the Ottumwa District Parsonage at Ottumwa was ap- 
proved by the Conference: H. C. Anderson, Ottumwa; Henry Her- 
vey, Ottumwa; W. W. Epps, Ottumwa; Mrs. Elizabeth Haw, Ot- 
tumwa; H. H. Harris, Ottumwa; M. L. Truitt, Agency; L. L. Smith, 
Albia; Dr. L. P. Clow, Bloomheld; M. S. Edwards, Moulton. 

Report — The special committee in the case of E. T. Lewis re- 
ported recommending that he be given the supernumery relation and 
be asked to locate one year hence. C. L. Tennant moved as a sub- 
stitute that he be recorded as having withdrawn under charges or 
complaints. This was made the main motion and was voted by the 
Conference. 

Ruling — Bishop McConnell ruled that in view of the fact that 
E. T. Lewis failed to respond to the notice to appear here at Con- 
ference that this was equivalent to withdrawal. 

Resolutions — ^W. J. Fowler made the report of the Committee - 
on Resolutions. The section complimentry to Bishop McConnell 
was adopted by a rising vote on the call of the Secretary and the 
remainder of the report on the call of the Bishop. 

Change of Relation — On recomendation of the Committee on 
Conference Relations made on Saturday morning the relation of 
G. D. Cleworth was changed from retired to supernumerary. Later on 
receipt of a telegram from G. D. Cleworth asking that no change 
be made the Conference by vote 38 to 22 refused to change its action. 

Annuity — On motion of H. F. Gilbert it was ordered to instruct 
the Board of Stewards that no retired minister shall receive from 
church income an amount greater than the average salary of the 
minister in the Conference. 
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Explanation — The Superintendent of the Burlington District 
was instructed to ask G. D. Cleworth for an explanation of the dis- 
crepancy in his report to the Board of Stewards. 

Corrections — On motion of George Blagg the Publishing Board 
was authorized to make necessary corrections in the lists of Con- 
ference Boards, Commissions, etc. 

Special Appointments — The Conference gave approval to the 
requests for special appointments. 

Journal — The Journal was approved by common consent with- 
out reading. 

Adjournment — On motion of C. L. Tennant, the Conference vot- 
ed to adjourn sine die after the reading of the appointments. The 
appointments were read, the benediction pronounced by the Bishop 
and the Conference stood adjourned.

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This has been in some respects a very peculiar year. There has been as 
much, if not more, unrest as in any year since the World War. We began 
the year with very unsatisfactory prices for farm products and as soon as prices 
commenced to improve there sprang up a mania for reducing everything but 
farm produce prices. Farmers met in conventions and groups and tried to 
have taxes reduced, teachers’ wages cut, county agents discharged, consoli- 
dated schools abandoned, road work discontinued and everything cut but their 
income. Some men who are spending from two. to three thousand dollars on 
their own yearly living are even advocating a twelve hundred dollar salary for 
their minister. One of our ministers was asking a farmer and feeder who had 
not subscribed a dollar to the Centenary for help on the benevolences. The 
farmer refused on the ground that money matters were too close for him to do 
anything on that line. A few days later he packed up his car and took the 
entire family to the State Fair. One of the difficulties is that we are now 
counting as necessities many things we used to think of as luxuries. 

What a fine thing it is that the majority of the farmers are not like the 
type referred to above. They are loyal and liberal supporters of the ministry 
and of the Kingdom. These enable me to report that only about a half 
dozen charges cut their salary last fall. 

The salaries are generally paid in full but a few of the charges will 
show a deficit. In no case will this be due to lack of ability to pay but 
rather to lack of industrious financial leadership. There is plenty of money 
in any of the communities in the Burlington District to support the church 
if it is earnestly and intelligently gone after. 

From the reports I have gathered I would say that the Centenary pay- 
ments will fall but little ' below last year. A few charges will report an 
increase over last year. The every member canvass for the Centenary yield- 
ed very little fruit. Those who had not been moved by the real Centenary 
momentum were slow to respond to the lower swing of this last canvass. 

Notwithstanding the hard times, we have expended considerable in the 
way of repairs and improvements. 

First church. Ft. Madison, E. A. Bentzinger pastor, is building what 
will be a hundred and twenty thousand dollar church. 

Santa Fe Ave., church, A. W. McBlain pastor, has finished paying off 
their debt and are now planning for a twenty thousand dollar addition. 
Keokuk has improved their basements at a cost of about forty-five hundred 
dollars and have greatly increased their Sunday school facilities. Plans are 
now well under way for new churches at Beulah and Wesley on the Mt. 
Pleasant circuit. Brother J. A. Wilson pastor. Brother M. F. Campbell and 
his people at Center Chapel, on the Mt. Sterling charge, are in the midst 
of a new church enterprise which will probably cost ten thousand dollars. 
Stockport put three hundred dollars on their parsonage. Donnellson has 
expended four hundred and twenty-three dollars in improvements. Way- 
land has spent six hundred for repairs and improvements. 

Hillsboro, Burlington circuit, and Yarmouth have each spent two hun- 
dred or more on repairs. The Sperry parsonage was small and out of repair 
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Brother Hehner and his people, with characteristic energy went in for what 
is practically a new home. They now have a beautiful house with plenty 
of room. The improvement cost two thousand one hundred dollars. Birm- 
ingham is well under way with what will be one of the finest little churches 
in the District. It will cost about twenty-five thousand dollars. 

Our parsonage homes have been blessed with good health and only a few 
services have been missed by our men on the account of sickness. Brother 
A. W. McBlain spent several weeks in the Graham hospital with great bene- 
fit but his preacher wife, Mrs. McBlain, filled his appointments. One par- 
sonage home has had a funeral. On August 23rd, Helen Arline Decker was 
run down by an automobile and died in a short time, never having regained 
consciousness. My dear little friend, how much we miss her. Thanks be 
unto God for her victory and ours through our Lord Jesus Christ. 

We had two good sessions of the District Conference. In October we 
met in Mediapolis and in Batavia in May. 

The Iowa Conference Epworth League Institute wasi held in Mount 
Pleasant and was well attended. The class work was unusuaUy good. A 
fine spirit of devotion ,on the part of faculty and leaguers ran all the way 
through the Institute. We had the great profit and pleasure of the presence 
of Miss Anna Lawson, Missionary from India, graduate from our I. W. C. 
and product of our Iowa Conference. 

The Woman’s Foreign and Home Missionary Societies have both had 
prosperous years with genetraUy increased offerings. “The Burlington Dis- 
trict of the W. H. M. S. has followed an aggressive program. There has 
been an increase in all lines of the work. We now have sixteen auxiliaries 
with a membership of one thousand. We have twelve Queen Esthers with 
a membership of two hundred and fifty-five. These with the Home Guards 
and Mothers Jewels make a membership of over fifteen hundred. We have 
paid into the treasury over three thousand five hundred and twenty dollars. 
Best of all is the increased intelligence and spiritual development of the 
women who compose this organization.” 

It is my judgment that the spiritual condition of the District has made 
some advance during the year. Our services are as well or better attended 
than last year. Our Sunday Schools have shown some fine gains both in 
the spirit of the work and in average attendance. The Epworth Leagues are 
doing better work and our young people are responding nicely to any worth 
while program that is put up to them. We have had a number of good re- 
vival meetings, the reports of the pastors will show the gain in membership. 

Dr. Gilbert, our District Evangelist, has given us a year of constructive 
and faithful work. We have had such a reign of reporting in the church 
for the past two or three years that it is refreshing to have some one hold- 
ing meetings who does not pad his reports. Last year this area reported 
sixteen thousand conversions and then when the pastor’s reports were sum- 
ed up we found we had a gain of about three thousand. In other words we 
had ten to twelve thousand of “Waterd Stock”. Too many of our evangelists 
count every body who nods his head or raises his hand. I have known of 
cases where people who came forward on the proposition that they hoped 
to meet their mothers in Heaven, people who had been faithful members 
of the church for years, were counted in the number of conversions for that 
evening. Brother Gilbert has not put on any of the sensationtJ or spectacular 
but has preached the Gospel of salvation and stewardship of life and goods. 

I closed my report last year with a statement of my faith for a coming 
revival. I am still of that faith. We are gaining ground. THe Lord our God 
is with us. He is the same yesterday, today and forever. He is able to 
save and keep all who with true repentance turn unto Him. He is able to 
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make His workers as an army with banners. 

I thank the parsonage folks for their abiding kindness. I thank the 
laity for their loyalty to the church and its officers. I thank God for His 
providence and mercy and pray that next year may be the greatest year 
up to date in the history of the Burlington District.

MUSCATINE DISTRICT 

BISHOP McConnell and MEMBERS OF THE IOWA CONFERENCE: 
Dear Brethren: — 

This has been a good year. God has graciously blessed our efforts and 
crowned our labors with a good degree of success. General satisfaction has 
prevailed among both ministers and members. We are devoutly thankful to 
preachers and people for their kindness and to God for His abounding grace. 

Not a charge in the district has been without a pastor for a single Sunday. 
At the adjournment of Conference, I had two charges, Guernsey and Tiffin, 
left to be supplied. Immediately I secured Frank Butterfield for Guernsey 
and L. G. Rohrbaugh for Tiffin. Myron R. French was released from charge 
at Amish in April and 0. L. Allison has very acceptably finished the year. 
These are the only changes in the appointments as read a year ago. 

Three churches not listed in the Year Book have had services. Gladwin 
served by L. A. Crull; Millersburg served by E. C. Brooks; and Montpelier 
served by Melvin Davidson. 

Some very serious illness in parsonage homes has hindered church work 
at various places. Early in the year. Sister French, the wife of our pastor 
at Amish, took suddenly sick and died. This threw Brother French into the 
deepest distress. Not only was there the unspeakable grief, but there was the 
consciousness that he was in a strange land and alone among a strange people. 
However, the folks of the charge immediately made Brother French to feel 
that they were as close to him as life-long friends could be; and that their 
sympathy was as deep and sincere as though they had known him for years. 
Brother H. C. Millice, living within the charge, is to be highly commended 
for his loving helpfulness to Brother French in this his time of sore distress. 

In early spring. Sister Apfel was taken to the hospital with appendicitis. 
A successful operation started her on the road to recovery. 

At various times during the year the health of J. F. Rex was in a precar- 
ious condition. A few weeks ago his trouble culminated in a most malignant 
and distressing case of acute appendicitis. He was hurried to the hospital 
where skillful surgery and faithful nursing changed his very serious condition 
to one of returning health. 

It is part of the faithful minister’s reward that in his time of trouble 
and suffering, his people show unutterable devotion and love. 

Hugh Neville, missionary to Utah, has transferred to the Colorado Con- 
ference; Myron R. French to the Northern New York Conference. L. G. 
Rohrbaugh has accepted the chair of Philosophy and Religious Education in 
Dickinson College, Carlisle, Penn., but desires his Conference membership to 
remain with us. 

Three effective elders of the district, greatly beloved for their years of 
faithful and efficient service, are asking the retired relation, R. L. Patter- 
son, J. F. Barnett, and W. S. Gardner. 
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Two young men, Russell C. Prewitt and 0. L. Allison, have been duly 
recommended for Admission on Trial by their respective Quarterly Confer- 
ences and by the District Conference. These two men have been in charge 
and have done very acceptable work. 

Several district gatherings have been held. The regular fall session of 
the District Conference was held at Riverside, October 17-19. The outside 
speakers were Dr. Clyde Clay Cissell, of Omaha; Dr. Geo. B. Dean of Phil- 
adelphia, Superintendent of the Department of Evangelism, and our own be- 
loved Bishop Homer C. Stuntz. The Spring session was held at Crawfords- 
ville. May 22-23. At this session several local laymen made valuable contri- 
butions to the program. Dr. Clyde LeMont Hay and Dr. W. J. Davidson, 
both of Chicago, the former representing our Sunday School Board, the latter 
the Commission on Life Service, gave us enlarged vision by their timely lec- 
tures. Our own wide-awake and efficient college president. Dr. U. S. Smith, 
favored us at both sessions with his presence and inspirational addresses. 

On February 21-22, we held in Muscatine First Church, a conference on 
“The World’s Needs and Our Reply.” We have on our program some of the 
best talent to be found anywhere; Dr. Zaring, editor of the Northwestern; 
Dr. Fagan, of Bingham Canyon, Utah; Dr. Auner of India; Dr. Edwards, of 
Central America; Dr. Cissell, and Bishop Stuntz. Besides these we had a 
number of excellent addresses by some of our own pastors. The meeting was 
well attended and was well worth while in stimulating a deeper interest in 
our world-wide program. 

The Dra Moines Branch of the W. F. M. S. held their annual gathering 
last fall in Washington. The entire program was one of unusual strength 
and inspiration. One of our own young women. Miss Lucile Colony of 
North Liberty, goes out to India this Fall under the auspices of the Des 
Moines Branch. 

' The annual district convention of the W. F. M. S. was held in Ainsworth; 

j and that of the W. H. M. S. was held in Wellman. In their respective 

t fields, the elect women of these 'organizations are pressing the battle of the 

Lord and vigor and earnestness and are achieving great victories. 

I The work of the Senior and Junior Epworth Leagues is, on the whole, 

I very gratifying though in a few churches their interest lags. We have 38 

j Senior chapters with about 1200 members and 19 Junior chapters with about 

i 400 members. The District convention was held in Keota, June 15-16. The 

I judges at the Chris Haw Memorial Bible Story Telling contest gave first place 

I to Mr. Homer Jones of Ainsworth. 

Our Leagues were well represented at the Conference Institute at Mt. 
I Pleasant, June 19-25, and were greatly benefitted by that course of instruc- 

i tion. Our young people are growing in their love for church work. While 

' we believe in and continue our district convention and thus reach larger 

numbers of our leaguers with insiprational addresses (Our district convention 
next year will be held in Wapello, June 12-13) we also profoundly believe in 
the Conference Institute for training future leaders in effective methods of 
i ‘ church work. 

! The total estimates for ministerial support on the district are about $2500 

I below what they were last year £ind the cuts in salary are in charges Where they 

f . are hardest to bear. However, there are very few deficiencies in the pay- 

ment of these estimates. As to gifts to the Centenary and the benevolences 
of the church, the reports in hand lead me to believe that the total from the 
district will exceed that of last year. Furthermore, I believe the generosity of 
the people and their loyalty to the cause of Christ will make it possible for 
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the Muscatine District to find the $6000 new money asked of us by the Com- 
mittee on Conservation and Advance to be paid by the 31st of October next. 

The indebtedness of $400 as reported a year ago against the Tiffin 
church has been paid. Much credit is due that little band of faithful folks. 

On Saturday night, Feb. 11th, our church building at Pleasant Prairie 
on the Sweetland Circuit, burned to the ground. The fire was the result of 
incendiarism. For years, indeed since the building had been moved to its 
recent location and extensively repaired under the pastorate of Brother 
Schreckengast, the community has supported a Union Sunday School and 
we had allowed the Presbyterians to use the building alternating each week 
with the Methodists. After the fire by a survey of the field we found 10 
members of the Methodist church and 26 members of the Presbyterian 
church. After full deliberation we decided to withdraw and leave the field 
to the Presbyterian church. Seventeen Hundred dollars of fire insurance was 
collected and is now in the hands of A. B. Hightshoe as representing the board 
of trustees of the Iowa Annual Conference. I recommend that the said sum 
of $1700 be donated by this conference to the Presbyterian church of the 
Pleasant Prairie Community to be used in the erection of their new church 
building. 

Brighton has raised their church building about three feet and placed 
under it a complete basement which is light and airy and worth many times its 
cost to the social life of our church. Washington has increased the value of 
their basement for Sunday School work by building ten class rooms for the 
Junior department. Park Ave. church was improved with paint, a new choir 
loft and a new altar rail at a total cost of $500. 

On the evening of their 25th wedding anniversary. May 12th, 1922, a 
pleasant surprise was sprung on Rev. and Mrs. Frank Seeds. The people of 
Muscatine North Circuit met at Park Ave. church, called them from the 
parsonage, and at the close of a very enjoyable social hour presented them 
with silver dollars, and appropriate gifts. Fairfield Circuit a former charge 
also sent their tokens of love. 

The pastors of the district have been diligent and earnest in evangelism 
throughout the year. On almost every charge the revival spirit has prevailed. 
Some pastors were their o\vn evangelists, some exchanged with neighboring 
pastors, some secured special evangelistic help. Several hundred conversions 
and also several hundred accessions have been reported. Evangelists Sidney 
W. Edwards and Chas. W. Morris did excellent work with good results in 
several churches of the district. The most marked revivals came to Ains- 
worth, Brighton, Columbus Junction, Pleasant Valley in the Lone Tree Ct., 
Marengo, Muscatine South, Sweetland, Wapello, Washington, West Chester, 
West Liberty, Wilton and Wellman. Hanley and Fisher assisted our pastor 
at Wellman and more than three hundred persons sought the Lord in re- 
pentance and faith. 

Yet, in spite of this blessed revival spirit, worldliness is rampant. Sab- 
bath desecration is become a rage, absolute indifference to spiritual values is 
widespread in the multitude. The greed of gain, the love of pleasure, the 
lure of sin, is capturing the crowd. “Nevertheless the foundation of God 
standeth sure, having this seal, the Lord knoweth them that are his. And, 
let every one that nameth the name of Christ depart from iniquity.” The 
Methodist preacher and the Methodist church must faithfully, earnestly and 
lovin^y, call the pePple to repentance for sin and to faith in our Lord Jesus 
Christ, the Son of God, our atoning Saviour. 

This has been a good year. God has blessed us in every way. While 
the industrial world has been in strife and turmoil, the church has been 
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peacefully making progress toward God. While general finance has suffered 
serious depression, the church has taken care of the pastor’s needs in a re- 
markable way, and has been generous toward church benevolences. While 
the pleasure-seeking world has frantically sought to satisfy itself with the 
excitement of sinful gaiety, the Godfearing church has refreshed itself with 
the water of life flowing from the crystal throne. Yes, God is good, and 
we say with the Psalmist, “Bless the Lord, Oh my soul, and all that is within 
me, bless his holy name. Bless the Lord, Oh my soul and forget not all his 
benefits.”

OSKALOOSA DISTRICT 

Were I to select a caption, for this report, I would call it, “The Doings 
of the Workmen.” For while the Superintendent may work as many hours 
as any man on his district, it is clearly manifest to the writer, that the suc- 
cess of the year is not in the hands of the “Area Bishop” or the Superin- 
tendent of the District, but in the doings of the workmen, “the pastors.” 
For in the Methodist polity things are done primarily by the preachers. 

The chief work of the Superintendent is to select men wisely, adjust 
them fearlessly, assume responsibility for so doing, then stand by them, 
advise with them, and protect their interests to the limit of his power. 

I have believed for years that a pastor would strike his level in Meth- 
odism, and indirectly to a large extent make his own appointment, that he 
never fell into the hands of the appointing power until he fell out of the 
hands of the people he served, that the Bishop and his Cabinet fixed the 
appointments, but did not necessarily make them. Three years of exper- 
ience as a Superintendent has modified my view, but has not altogether 
changed it. I have decided that the size of the conference has somewhat 
to do with a man’s record and success. Under congested conditions men 
cannot always be placed to their best advantage, hence cannot do justice to 
themselves or the people they serve. 

Because of financial conditions, the first four' months of the year were 
months of anxiety and strenuous effort, at the end of that time. Bishop 
Stuntz called the writer, “From Labor to Refreshment” for two months. 
The district lost nothing in supervision as the group chairmen took hold of 
matteirs with a "vigor that was contagious in all parts of the District, some 
of them giving a good portion of their time to district work. Rallies were 
held at Newton, Brooklyn, Oskaloosa and Grinnell by Bishop Stuntz, with 
the help of others, reaching nearly every part of the District. I do not know 
how any man could have done more than the resident Bishop has done to 
bring the great mission of the church or the need of the world to both pastor 
and people. The fruits of this labor should be manifest for years. 

The Stewardship campaign was launched by each group chairman, and 
faithfully followed up by most of the pastors. The subject of Christian 
Stewardship is not popular in the average community, and it takes tact. 
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courage, and patience to accomplish results. About one half of the pastors 
used the free literature on the subject offered by the church. It is worthy 
of note that the pastors who did use the literature secured by far the best 
results, and with a few notable exceptions the pastors who did not use the 
literature did not get very far with the campaign. One thing is positively 
certain, every pastor in Methodism should have a program adapted to present 
needs. He should either adapt to local conditions, the program suggested by 
the leaders of the church, or get a better one and work it. I would take 
the power of initiative away from no one, but surely we can all learn from 
men of wider experience and keener observation. 

The changes that have taken place in recent years, that have much to 
do with present day living, must be reckoned with in the program of the 
church. We hear much of the modern challenge, and of the community 
church — now that the children of nearly every rural district are taken from 
their homes early in the morning, in the winter se 2 ison before daylight, and 
returned to the home after dark in the evening, has changed the whole prob- 
lem of rural life. Anyone who thinks these children are going to be satisfied 
in a little country Sunday school while their chums and playmates are gather- 
ed in a large school in a nearby city or village^ or will long remain in the Sun- 
day school, are not conversant with thei facts. The farmer and their families now 
do their calling on Wednesday and Saturday evenings. Sitting in their com- 
fortable cars around the city parks, while the band furnishes the music. 
Some of the old saints cling to the good old evenings and talk of the days that 
are never to return, but they too, are beginning to see the handwriting on 
the wall, and realize that we are living in a new age. 

The men appointed to the charges on the District at our last conference, 
with one exception have remained at their post, rendering faithful service, 
some under trying conditions. Death entered one parsonage home during the 
year. Brother and Sister Tinney were called upon to part for a season with 
their little daughter Dorothy, who for eleven years had made the home 
brighter than it could otherwise have been. The God of all grace gave them 
strength to endure, as seeing Him who is invisible, and they go forward in the 
work thankful for the things that death can never take away. 

The church at Newton has redeemed its promise to meet the Centenary 
obligation in a manner that has brought joy to the heart of both pastor and 
people. Doctor Hankins put on a program of Stewardship that was instructive, 
persuasive and inspiring. He was happily rewaded on Easter morning when 
167 members went to the altar to dedicate themselves to God as tithers. The 
result of tithing week was $912.00, demonstrating what that church could 
do were all to tithe. Not one third of the membership was included in that 
offering. This campaign was followed by an every member canvass for 
$40,000.00 to liquidate the balance of the church debt and meet their Cen- 
tenary obligation. About $41,000.00 was secured and a happier people it 
would be hard to find. They celebrated by increasing the pastor’s salary 
$500.00. 

At What Cheer, Pastor Coggeshall is “in labors abundant,” building a 
modem church in a central location. This is a much needed improvement in 
that little city, and the people in general seem to appreciate the fact that 
Methodism aims to meet their need, and are trying to show their appreciation 
by lending a helping hand. We have a very worthy membership at this place, 
small in numbers but rich in faith and courage. 

The church at Oskaloosa is renewing its youth by cleansing and beauti- 
fying the temple. At first it was their thought to enlarge the basement for 
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more Sunday School room. Better counsel prevaileid, and they are now 
looking forward to a community house that will meet the needs of their rap- 
idly growing congregation and Sunday school. This was a wise decision and 
will me^n much in the future of this great church. To see a class of young 
men of about twenty-one years of age, over one hundred enrolled, and most 
of them present on Sunday morning is an inspiring sight, and the teacher 
Mr. Edward Beman is to be congratulated on his privilege, as well as his 
power to hold and to help mold this large contingent of young life. This 
class is an index of the entire school. Dr. Turbeville has the happy faculty 
of knowing how to be pastor of all organizations of church work, and has 
seen between two and three hundred converted at his altar during the year. 

At Montezuma the Ladies Aid Society at a recent service presented to 
the Trustees, a church building as beautifully decorated as any I have ever 
seen. It was hard for them to realize that it was the same building only 
changed by skillful hands and made possible by the sacrificial toil of the 
women of the congregation. 

At Sigourney a new and commodious basement has been placed under 
the entire building. Equipped with every modem convenience, the entire 
building has been beautifully decorated. All departments of church work 
have prospered during the year and Brother Cox has reason to look with sat- 
isfaction upon his record, as pastor of this important charge. 

At Grinnell the up-to-date program of Dr. Wasser is bearing fruit, and 
is greatly appreciated in that educational center. Special mention should be 
made of the Bible Study Classes that receive credit for their work in the 
city schools, also the classes maintained during the vacation season, of which 
he was the recognized leader. This church is suffering for room, and 
must have a community building to meet the needs of their ever growing 
army of young life. 

At Kellogg, Pastor Hehner is happy in having brought new life to a 
people long discouraged and well nigh hopeless. A revival with over fifty 
converted and brought into church membership, put faith and courage into 
the hearts of the people. They are now planning for a new building in a 
more central location. Everything points towards a better day for Kellogg. 

Reasnor has the honor of paying the largest salary of any circuit on the 
District. Brother Moorman will report an increase in Centenary offering over 
last year. 

Killduff is the only circuit that meets their Centenary claim in full, 
and has the honor of being on the list of those who over-pay their appor- 
tionment. Brother Evans has had a very successful year, and has gone to 
Drew to better prepare for his life work. 

Under the magic touch of Brother Lacour, Rose Hill at last showed 
evidence of life, buds are swelling, making the thorns less conspicuous; 
while Indianapolis is in full bloom with about seventy-five converts. Both 
churches are planning to enlarge their borders. 

What more shall I say for time would fail me and the secretaries flay 
me, were I to yield to the promptings of my heart and make honorable 
mention of Arms, the amiable, or Butler the boaster of the eloquence of 
Swickard and the patience of Pool, of the philosophical Scott or the lit- 
erary Panning. I mention a few out of the many and no doubt have omit- 
ted services representing more sacrificial toil than any I have mentioned. 
I could find that ■on every charge, which would be worthy of the highest 
praise. There is one that is keeping record and it will aU be known, ‘“when 
the things that are made so uneven here, will be made even again by His 
Hand.” 
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I refrain from calling attention to things which appear in the printed 
tables, but beg to express my appreciation of the kindness shown me by 
preachers and laymen, and last but by no means least that noble band of 
women who grace the parsonage homes, very often enduring sacrifices, 
known only to themselves and their God, sharing them at times with the 
Superintendent. 

“Soon the Master called a woman, only known here in the strife 
By her quiet, gentle nature, though a famous preacher’s wife. 

Praised and blessed her for the harvests she had garnered in the sky. 

But she meekly turned and answered, “ ’Twas my husband. Lord, not I.” 
“Yes,” the Master said, “his talents were as stars that glow and shine. 

But thy faith gave them the virtue, and the glory, child, is thine!” 

“Thou hast been a mighty preacher, and the heart of many stirred 
To devotion by thy patience without uttering a word,’ 

Said the Master, and the maiden to his side with wonder press’d — 

Christ was stationing his preachers in the city of the blest.”

OTTUMWA DISTRICT 

BISHOP McConnell and brethren.* 

A brief review of the work of another year on the Ottumwa District 
moves us to profound gratitude to God both for His personal mercies and 
His all essential cooperation in the work of the church. Any success made 
anywhere has proceeded on the Divine policy of laboring together with God. 

With few exceptions all charges have been supplied with full pastgral 
service and the preachers generally have shown an excellent spirit of min- 
isterial comity and brotherly goodwill which has made possible the adoption 
of a district program with definite worth-while objectives for all these 
churches. 

SUNDAY SCHOOL INCREASES — Fifty percent increase was accepted 
as a goal and all schools felt the impulse of a common effort. Quarterly 
reports showed good returns beginning with the Cradle Roll and Home de- 
partments and extending through all departments to the men’s and women’s 
classes where some large additions have resulted. Judicious contests have 
added many new scholars, while orchestras, Sunday School choirs, social, 
recreational and athletic organizations, Boy Scouts, Pax Tribes and other 
forms for directing youthful energy are being used effectively to extend the 
interest. 

EVANGELISM — Our program of Evangelism through Decision Day and 
other services has brought many of our Sunday School people to Christ and 
into the membership of the church, and a number of pastors showed Weslcy- 
*an wisdom by conducting classes for instruction on the privileges and obliga- 
tions of the Christian life and membership in the church. Of the many 
meetings held by pastors alone or aided by professional talent, some were 
marked by many conversions and spiritual quickening in the churches. By 
more quiet methods of personal appeal others have found souls not far from 
the Kingdom and some upon whom through the passing years, the more 
spectacular method made slight impression, have been led to Christ. 

Though not a year conspicuous for accessions the results are expected to 
show a net increase or at least to hold the figures level with those of last 
year after the deductions from heavy pruning of the records. 
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IMPROVEMENTS AND NEW BUILDINGS — Property improvements 
include a' new roof for the church at Moulton and interior decorating, cost- 
ing $1300.00. Albia put a Sunday School gallery in the north wing to make 
room for the growing mens’ class known as the Big Brothers who sponsored 
the cost of $1000.00. Agency has spent $1500.00 for interior re-decorating, 
furnace and basement. Willard Street put in new Sunday School galleries 
costing six hundred dollars, while Douds with a like sum added two rooms 
to the parsonage. Main Street spent $500.00 on church and $1100.00 for 
modernizing parsonage. Moravia installed furnace heat for parsonage cost- 
inf $850.00, while Richland at an expense of $300.00 has rebuked the drip- 
ping elements with a new church roof. 

The move on the district for better church buildings to replace the out- 
grown, outworn and, in some cases, dilapidated meeting house, which forbid 
any attempt at the larger program of church life, has made surprising head- 
way in the gloom and through the gloom of the prevailing financial depres- 
sion. Notwithstanding the strikes of union labor, “close money,” lower mar- 
kets and the general reaction from over-spending and speculation, the Dis- 
trict has witnessed since December last the completion and dedication of five 
modern, well equipped church buildings with every dollar of obligation pro- 
vided for. 

At Mystic on December 5th, following a long period of idleness in the 
mines, which was met by patient heroism, the new stucco building with com- 
modious basement and Sunday School addition was solemnly dedicated by rit- 
ual service after the $14,500.00 cost had been subscribed. 

On February 19th the congregation at Drakesville, halting between hope 
and fear, saw their newly modernized building consecrated to its Holy pur- 
pose with all the money raised. Subscriptions varied in form as the giving 
proceeded even to the pledging of Sunday laid eggs as belonging to the Lord 
of the Sabbath. The total cost was $5900.00. 

’ Seventeen Thousand Five Hundred all subscribed, with a small margin, 
represents both the cost and the triumph at Plano where on May 14th was 
dedicated a beautiful brick church with modern finish, heat, light and fur- 
nishings. This project completed by a membership of sixty in a village of 
two hundred tells the story of heroic giving and a beautiful cooperation. A 
rich farming country adjoining holds the promise of the future. 

At Exline the patient labors of pastor and people made ready for dedica- 
tion at a cost of $18,000.00 their splendid new building, on May 21st. The 
new edifice stands on the site of the old which was demolished and the ma- 
terial wrought into the new. Up to date plans were followed for interior 
arrangement while the outside is finished in light stucco. 

The last in the series of dedications occurred at Cincinnati on August 
12th. This community also depends largely upon the coal industry and has 
keenly felt the financial ebb of the long drawn miners’ strike. Three thous- 
and church extension loan was granted to make completion of the building 
possible. But at the close of the day the total in plages and cash covered 
the full amount of the loan and One Hundred Dollars to apply on a new 
parsonage. The peoples’ rejoicing took voice in the repeated singing of 
John Fawcett’s famous fellowship hymn, “Blest be the Tie That Binds our 
Hearts in Christian Love,” while the congratulations were extended to pas- 
tor, visiting clergyman and committees. 

In all these mentioned projects success was made possible by the work 
of devoted pastors supported by loyal and generous men and women even 
through the vexations often incident to such projects. Also President U. S. 
Smith brought inspiring messages and fine leadership for the money raising 
incidentally making many friends for Iowa Wesleyan College. 
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Other like projects are in various stages of evolution. Besides five re- 
ferred to, Packwood is shaping their new building to an early finish this 
autumn. Two buildings are now in process in mine camps on Albia Mission. 
Two chapels on West Grove and Exline, bearing the name of our distinguish- 
ed founder, with Numa, are asking for the blue prints. Eldon makes ready 
for the initial campaign, while such places as Blakesburg, Iconium, Troy, 
Martinsburg, and others are emerging from the nebulus and only wait the 
commanding voice and the master hand to bring forth corporal reality out of 
the formless and the void. 

Let it be said in passing that none of these buildings, actual or propos- 
ed, seriously interfere with the benevolence program. Every suggestion that 
Centenary payments be applied to building or budget has been effectively 
discouraged. Every pledge to the benevolent program of the church is a 
moral obligation which cannot be diverted, repudiated or neglected without 
sin. No time is better than now for the strongest emphasis on providing 
things honorable, not only in paying financial pledges, but in the sacred 
regard and performance of all vows and obligations which belong with the 
high privilege of membership in the Church of Christ. 

STEWARDSHIP AND BENEVOLENCE^S — Special attention has been 
given in all the charges to benevolences and stewardship education. A 
District Convention of Quarterly Conference members with Sunday School 
and other workers was held in the city of Ottumwa in early March, attend- 
ed by several hundred leaders in the churches outside the city. A two day 
program of Stewardship addresses by representatives from the field and se- 
lected lawmen was lead by our Area Bishop. A lively interest at the be- 
ginning grew enthusiastic before the end of the second day. A schedule of 
goals and program was adopted for the district and a resolution voted call- 
ing for such a District convention of officials and workers to be held an- 
nually. 

The follow-up plan of pastor exchanges and team work was seriously 
interrupted by continued wet and impassable highways, but a program of 
stewardship teaching was' put on in the charges culminating at the Easter 
season. The results of Easter Tithe Week were gratifying. Some new re- 
cruits were added to the roll of tithers in each field, and every charge but 
two took the Easter Sunday Tithe Offering. The largest personal offering 
for the day, reported without name, was $29.00 and $1000.00 the largest re- 
ported for a charge. Much personal canvassing has been done by pastors 
and committees and our hope is that there will be no reduction in benevo- 
lences from last year’s total. 

AUXILIARY SOCIETIES — Some Epworth Leases were organized and 
our young peoples work has made definite gains in numbers and interest. 
Study classes followed John Wesley, Junior and other courses. Several 
chapters including Juniors are following the Master’s missionary orders to 
the extent of suppoting native students in missionary schools. The annual 
District Convention at Agency was well attended and closed with life service 
consecrations. 

Both the Home and Foreign Missionary Societies gained many new 
members and their annual reports wiU show apportionments in full. Most 
commendable work is done by these elect women for the missionary educa- 
tion of our yoimg people and children by special organization. 

The Ladies Aids, including Golden Links and Willing Workers have 
raised and paid to local budgets, new buildings, parsonage and church im- 
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provements zibove $14,000.00, besides giving wholesome social recreation 
among the people. 

Methodism, in common with other communions, must have the line and 
the precept to bring our people to a right appreciation of the organized 
church with her holy commission and her paramount value to all the issues 
of life, until in every town and hamlet the loyalty and devotion of our people 
find such fitting expression as in the great hymn of Timothy Dwight sung 
with the spirit and the understanding: 

“I love thy church oh God! 

I prize her heavenly ways, 

Her sweet communion, solemn vows. 

Her hymns of love and praise. 

“For her my tears shall fall; 

For her my prayers ascend; 

To her my toils and cares be given. 

Till toils and cares shall end.”

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I REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION 

I Your Committee on Education beg to report: 

^ 1. We endorse and call for enactment into law of the Towner-Sterling 

’ bill, and urge that every member of this conference communicate with his 

congressman, asking his support of the bill. 

1 ’ 2. It is with pleasure that we call attention to the efficient work of the 

t Board of Education under the leadership of Dr. A. W. Harris, and at this 

time express our appreciation for their splendid cooperation and interest in 
the work at Iowa Wesleyan. 

We are especially grateful for their financial assistance this year and 
recommend that the educational collection be appropriated next year on the 
same basis as last, viz. 80 and 20 per cent. 

3. We recommend the continuance of the Iowa Inter-Conference Com- 
mission and nominate as members of the same H. B. Scoles, W. A. Long- 
necker, C. E. Beaman, R. J. Smith, W. H. Perdew and J. M. Brown. 

4. We have heard with deep interest the reports of the work of the 
Wesley Foundation at our State Schools and the plan being proposed for 
Buildings at these Institutoins, to cost about $435,000.00 

We hereby pledge to the Wesley Foundation our heartiest and fullest 
support and agree togive to the secretary of the Wesley Foundation en- 
trance to and a cordial welcome in our charges in his efforts to show the 
necessity of and responsibility for the word so as to hasten the erection of 
suitable buildings at these centers. 

We recommend the apportionment for Wesley Foundation of Iowa for 
. next year of 13 cents per member for the support of this great work, and 

' that the District Superintendents apportion this amount among the charges. 

Since our apportionment of the $435,000 asked for buildings is about 
$95,000, be it resolved that we recommend to the Iowa Conference Board of 
Education and the Trustees of Iowa Wesleyan College that this amount be 
added to the proposed endowment campaign. 

• We nominate as trustees of the Wesleyan Foundation, W. H. Perdew 

^ for two years, C. E. Beaman for two years, H. B. Scoles for three years, R. 

J. Smith for four years. 

5. The reports received from the visitors of our theological schools are 
gratifying indeed and we nominate for visitors to the same as follows:

To Boston University School of Theology — B. F. Schwartz 

To Drew Theological Seminary — C. B. Hankins. 

To Iliff School of Theology — George Blagg. 

6. We nominate for the conference board of education for three years 
J. H. Krenmyre, A. K. Harper, E. A. Bentzinger, W. J. Steckel, C. E. Beaman, 
for one years to succeed G. T. Pulliam, Jesse Beck. 

We have heard with great pleasure and profit the report of President 
^ U. S. Smith. Realizing in a measure at least the imperative needs of the 

college, we pledge to him our prayers and individual and united support. 

The paramount importance of Christian Education needs no emphasis 
in the Iowa Conference. Our Board of Education and Educational Asso- 
ciation recognized that in the surveys submitted to our last general conf er- 
as , ence on behalf of our schools totaling roundly $250,000,000. This survey was 

made by a joint survey committee from these two educational bodies. The 
committee called to its aid and counsel many church leaders. The General 
Conference referred the whole matter to its Standing Committee on Educa- 
tion, where it was studied long and faithfully and from which it was report-

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ed in as submitted. The general conference enacted it as reported, with • I 

the exception of one item which it referred to the Council of Boards of ^ 

Benevolences. In that General Confernce enactment and approval, Iowa I 

Wesleyan College was included for $1,500,000. J 

With this as the minimum needs for endowment and realizing the need ' 1 

of new buildings and the caring for present indebtedness we recommend that ^ 

Since a little more than $3000 is needed to complete the gymnasium, 

$4000 is necessary to reemburse the • endowment fund for the grounds upon 
which the gymnasium stands, and $3500 or more is needed to pay for the 
boilers now being installed in the heating plant; therefore be it resolved, that 
at this present session of the Iowa Confernce, steps be taken to raise this 
sum immediately. | 

If Wesleyan is to maintain her rank and do the work expected of her • 5 

by the church, it is imperative that she be adequately equipped for this | 

service; that this may be realized she must have at least $2,000,000 endow- | 

ment, building and betterments within the next ten years. | 

Therefore be it resolved: That we recommend to the Board of Trustees i 

of Iowa Wesleyan College, a program looking toward the raising of this $2,- 
000,000 be adopted and that it be divided into units of $500,000, the first two 
units to be raised jointly as soon as deemed advisable, and that the conference 
board of education be authorized to act in conjunction with the board of 
trustees of Iowa Wesleyan College in adopting plans and arranging the time for 
raising this amount.

REPORT OF IOWA WESLEYAN COLLEGE 

DEAR BRETHERN: 

For personal health and strength I am grateful, for the loyal support of 
the Church I am thankful; and for the degree of success attained I here re- 
cord my gratitude. The year has been a most difficult one, fraught with 
many perplexities and anxieties. Sickness in my own family began in the 
early part of the year and has continued until the present time. The 
breaking down of Dr. Elmer E. Lymer and the death of Professor C. C. Nor- 
wood caused us much anxiety, nervous strain and deep concern. The fin- 
ancial stringency, spelled without the “r” as Dr. Stafford used to put it, has 
caused all of us a great deal of worry. Nevertheless, in spite of all this, 
we are in a position to humbly express our gratitude to a Divine Providence, 
who has always opened a way for the accomplishment of the tasks in hand. 

We closed on June 6th the most successful school year in our recent 
history. The enrollment was a great increase over that of the previous year 
and the class of work done by both student and faculty was very satisfactory. 
A commendable college spirit prevailed throughout the entire year and we be- 
lieve a work was accomplished that will tell on the years to come. 

The Summer Session was also very successful, and the enrollment ex- 
ceeded that of last summer by at least 80 per cent. Many students did col- 
lege credit work and from present indications we will soon have a large 
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Summer School, or rather, “Summer Session,” quite generally engaged in 
work looking to a college degree. 

Immediately after commencement, under the leadership of Professor H. 
O. Hendrickson, who was ably assisted by Professors Bowers and Garretson, 
a vigorous student campaign was conducted. They entered many fields 
from which we had not been receiving students. These new communities be- 
came interested and from them many students are coming to Iowa Wesleyan 
College. These new towns and communities we believe be constant sup- 
porters and patrons of Iowa Wesleyan College. 

The finance of the school, under existing conditions and circumstances, 
notwithstanding the many vexations confronting us at the opening of the 
school year, has been fairly satisfactory. You will recall that according to 
my report last year we faced the opening of the school year with a current 
indebtedness of $13,000. Had it not been for the large assistance secured 
from the Board of Education and the sale) of College Bonds it would have 
been impossible for us to have met the demands of the year. 

I am happy to record receipts from the Board of Education, as follows: 
For the first Centenary year $6,178.80; for the second Centenary year 
$6,243.61; for the third Centenary year $5,851.40 and we have received 
$487.55, the first monthly installment of the fourth Centenary year. I am 
forced to acknowledge that the reason we had not received payment for the 
first and second Centenary years until this time was partially my own 
fault. I had labored under the impression that the flat rate agreement be- 
tween the Board of Education and the Iowa Conference held through the 
quadrennium but it seems that the Centenary superceded everything and 
when I learned this I immediately made application for 80 per cent of the 
Public Educational Collection of the Iowa Conference, with the result stated 
above. I deeply appreciate the co-operation of the Board of Education in the 
payment of the sums of money mentioned herein. 

New Gymnasium — It was on the 6th day of August, 1921, that we let the 
contract for the New Gymnasium. On the 13th of that same month we 
broke ground and on the closing day of the Conference Session last year, 
namely. Sept. 12th, we laid the corner stone for the new building. March 
1st of this present year the building was completed and we took possession of 
the same. A most successful Basket Ball tournament was conducted March 
9, 10, and 11th, which meant large publicity for the school and created an 
interest which is adding scores of students to our enrollment There are no 
better buildings of this character in the State of Iowa. Thd beautiful 
swimming pool has greatly interested the entire community as well as stu- 
dent body and faculty. 

The building, equipment and grounds cost, in round numbers, $80,000. 
Of this sum $73,367 has been subscribed. To pay all bills and to reimburse 
the endowment fund for the cost of the grounds, we need $6,733. Adding 
to this about $4,000 more, necessary to rebuild the Central Heating Plant, 
makes a little more than $10,000 needed to liquidate all of our indebted- 
ness and meet all of our contracts and bills when all subscriptions have been 
collected. If some brother of ingenuity and foresight and with the proper 
amount of inspiration could tell us how this $10,000 could be secured in the 
next thirty days I would greatly appreciate his genius and the much needed 
assistance. 

Much has been done to contribute both to the appearance and service- 
ableness of the plant. The Chapel has been redecorated, the roof recoated 
and otherwise improved. From the interior it does not seem the same building. 

Old Main Building has also been much improved with paint and renova- 
tions. Old Harlan Hall gives place to the Department of Agriculture and old 
Hamlin Hall will be occupied by the Department of Oratory; while Philo 
Hall will be occupied by P. K. D. and the Y. M. C. A. 
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Hershey Hall has also received careful attention. Many rooms have 
been redecorated, halls renovated, walls retouched and considerable new fur- 
niture installed. We early learned that Hershey HaU was inadequate and a 
two-story modern home, within onequarter of a block, was secured, which 
also has been renovated and furnished throughout, which, with Hershey Hall 
is filled to capacity with girls for the coming school year. I wish some good 
brother would give us $100,000 with which to put the right sort of an addi- 
tion to the Girls’ Dormitory. It is greatly needed. 

The boilers in the Central Heating Plant have failed and new ones are 
being installed at a cost of $3,500.00. All this costs and I am not appealing 
without need or calling to you brethern to assist without imperative demands 
upon me and I feel demands which should be felt and, if we succeed, car- 
ried by us all. 

We have added two entirely new departments: the Two Year Normal 
Training Course and that of Agriculture. Increased demands made it neces- 
sary for an additional man in English and he has been secured. 

All the above means that we face a larger financial demand this year. 
This must be if we expect Iowa Wesleyan College to perform a modern task 
and keep abreast the times. 

We have a present current debt of $9,750.00. 

The Budget for the year wiU be about $75,000.00. 

The available resources now in sight will total about $65,000.00. 

How shall we meet the deficit? 

You will note from this deficit that an additional endowment of not 
less than $500,000 is imperative. 

The collections on the endowment subscriptions are very slow. There 
are those who question there ever having been $500,000 subscribed. About 
this there is no question in our mind as the auditor’s reports show conclu- 
sively that more than this sum was subscribed. Let no one question the 
amount but there is some room for question as to the character of some of the 
subscriptions, for some of them were in the form of a liability to the institu- 
tion rather than an asset to our running expense. We are very much in need 
therefore of a greatly increased endowment fund. 

We face the new year with an increased bonded indebtedness against 
the institution but with a smaller current indebtedness and thus we are in 
a better condition financially at the opening of the new school year than 
we have been in many years past. If there could be some plan devised by 
which we could get our pastors and laymen to see the vital importance of 
raising the $1.00 per member apportioned for Iowa Wesleyan College, and if 
this collection could in some way be realized in full there need never be 
deficits. 

The Bonded Indebtedness of this instiution at the last session of Con- 
ference was $91,500.00, the present Bonded Indebtedness is $102,000. Thus 
you will see the need of increased income in order to keep from piling up 
bonded indebtedness against the institution, the payment of which is a con- 
stant drain on the income of the college. 

The P. E. 0. Sisterhood is undertaking the project of erecting a Mem- 
orial Library on the college grounds. From reports received from other 
states we feel that this building will be erected. The National Oraranization 
will not meet until one year from next month at which' time the final vote 
will be taken and definite reports made. I know nothing that would con- 
tribute more to the mutual benefit of both the Sisterhood and the College 
than for this Memorial Library to grace our grounds. 

The New Gymnasium building has been such an impetus to both facultv 
and students, as well as to the town and conference, that T am fully persuad- 
ed steps should be taken in the very near future to erect a much needed 
Science Hall. This must be an up-to-date building in every respect and will 
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cost from $150,000 to $200,000, but we cannot proceed to erect more build- 
ings unless there is raised with the building fund an equal amount of en- 
dowment money. , 

I do not know how it is to be done, but I do know that our Iowa Meth- 
odists have the money and if they could but see the opportunity to help the 
Kingdom take the world for Christ they would give us the money we need 
and forever be proud of the work done for and by Iowa Wesleyan College. 

Brothers, with the Science Hall, Conservatory, Library, Men’s Dormi- 
tory and the Addition to the Ladies’ Dormitory completed, and with these 
a clean • unincumbered endowment of ONE MILLION we would be proud of 
our College and happy that we had a part in its realization.

In view of the inspirational value of the District Conventions of the 
league, let us urge the Young People to attend in large numbers. 

Persuant to Conference action with reference to White Cross Membership 
enrollment, we urge the department of Social Service to work in closest co- 
operation with the pastor in securing 100 per cent enrollment.

Willman of Wilkesbarre, Pa., and we believe they will result in greater evan- 
gelistic zeal on the part of the ministers of the conference. 

That we appreciate the wise supervision and direction of Bishop F. S. 
McConnell in presiding over the Iowa Conference and will be glad to welcome 
him at any future session. 



REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE 

We rejoice in the wonderful success of the 18th amendment to the Fed- 
eral Constitution and the Volstead Law for the enforcement of national pro- 
hibition, but we call attention of our people to the present activities of the 
liquor interests and their efforts to nullify the law. 

The appeal for the return of beer and wine is only an attempt to open up 
the prohibition question and ultimately repeal the law. 

We call upon our people to demand the election of only such officers 
as are known to be in favor of the enforcement of the law. 

We commend the work of the Iowa Anti Saloon League and pledge it 
our support and recommend the election of C. B. Hankins and J. M. Brown 
to the board of directors of the Iowa Anti Saloon League.

CONSTITUTION PREACHERS’ AID SOCIETY OF THE IOWA 

ANNUAL CONFERENCE 

ARTICLE I. 

The name of this organization shall be “The Preachers’ Aid Society of 
the Iowa Annual Conference.” 



ARTICLE II. 

Object 

The object of the organization is to care for the following expenses 
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which may be incurred when a member passes away: 

1. To pay for printing and mailing the notice of death. 

2. To provide flowers for the funeral, the expense not to exceed five 
dollars. 

3. To pay the traveling expense of not more than three representatives 
of the Conference who may be appointed by the Conference or by the District 
Superintendents to attend the funeral of a member at a remote distance. 

4. To pay the widow, estate or administrator of the deceased the sum 
of two hundred dollars, which amount shall be due within ten days of the 
decease of a member, but in no case shill the amount exceed the amount ob- 
tained from a single assessment. 

The provisions of 1, 2 and 3 above shall be understood to apply to every 
minister of the Conference. 

ARTICLE III. 

Dues 

Each minister shall pay to the treasurer two dollars as an initial payment 
and thereafter two dollars upon receipt of the notice of the death of a mem- 
ber. Failure to so pay within thirty days constitutes a lapse of membership. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Membership 

All 'members of the Iowa Conference are eligible to membership, also 
all persons doing supply work in the Conference. 

ARTICLE V. 

Officers 

The Secretary of the Conference shall be the secretary and treasurer of 
this organization and it shall be his duty to receive and disburse funds in ac- 
cordance with the above provisions. He shall also make a report of receipts 
and disbursements, at each session of the Conference, which with a list of the 
membership, shall be published in the records of the Conference. 

ARTICLE VI. 

Death Notice 

The death notice of a member of the organization, whether issued by a Dis- 
trict Superintendent or a pastor, shall include this statement: “Member of 
Preachers’ Aid Society” and on receipt of such notice each member shall remit 
two dollars to the treasurer. 

ARTICLE VII. 

Amendments 

This constitution may be amended at any session of the Conference by a 
majority vote of the members of the society present and voting.

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MRS. G. W. BYRKIT 

Lucy KUlpatrick was born February 6, 1839, at Nashville, 111., and died at 
her home in Los Angeles, Calif., on Sabbath evening, July 22d, 1922, being 83 
years, five months and sixteen days old. She was the first woman graduate 
of Iowa Wesleyan Univrsity, was of the class of 1857 — and Dr. Elliot, who 
was President of the University at this time, declared that Lucy Killpatrick 
was the first woman to graduate from any college with the degree of A. B. 

Some two months after her graduation — namely August 24, 1857 — she 
was married to Rev. G. W. Byrkit, a member of the Iowa Conference, who 
was also a member of the Class of 1857, of Iowa Wesleyan University. 
These two accomplished young people together gave 43 years of active service 
to the ministry of the Iowa Conference. 

As a pastor’s wife she always identified herself with the local interest of 
the church to which they were appointed and quite generally was the presi- 
dent of the Ladies Societies of the churches of which her husband was pastor. 
Always identitfied with the Sunday school, W. C. T. U., Foreign and Home 
Missionary Societies and Ladies Aid. She was perhaps as widely and well 
known as any woman of the Iowa Conference. For nine years she was the 
Corresponding Secretary of the Iowa Conference Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Society. She was a loyal supporter of the polity of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, held sacred her doctrines and lived and maintained an experience of 
personal salvation and of a blessed assurance of the life and world to come. 

Sister Byrkit loved her home and family. She was the mother of six 
children, three sons and three daughters — Charles and Arthur of Los Angeles, 
Frank of Boston, Mamie and Clara of Sioux City, Iowa, Grace at home. 
These sons and daughters were all students or graduates of Iowa Wesleyan 
College and to them has been left not a rich heritage of material wealth but 
that which is of more value — a loving mother’s devotion — a life rich in the 
things of the Kingdom and full of immortal hope. 

The funeral services were conducted by her pastor, the Rev. F. G. Wat- 
son, assisted by members of the Iowa Conference as follows :Rev. W. G. Wilson, 
C. L. Stafford and H. A. Ingham of Tucson, Arizona, in the presence of a 
large company of Los Angeles friends, who had gathered in tender regard for 
the memory of one who had endeared herself to them as a faithful servant 
of the Master and a true friend of all with whom she associated. 

“Servant of God well done. 

Thy glorious warfare is past. 

The battle is fought, the victory won. 

And thou art crowned at last.” 



MRS. H. F. PUGH 

Mrs. H. F. Pugh, whose maiden name was Sarah E. Hill, was the daugh- 
ter of Rev. John B. and Mary J. Hill and was born in Nicolas County, West 
Virginia, November 27, 1851. 

Her father was a pioneer member of the West Virginia Conference, and 
a few years later transferred to the Iowa Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church. She was converted under her father’s ministry when but a 
little girl and united with the Methodist Church of which she proved a de- 
voted member as long as she lived. 
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Mrs. Pugh was educated in the public schools of Iowa and she was for 
some time a student at Iowa Wesleyan University at Mt. Pleasant, Iowa. Her 
life from early childhood was beautiful in its simplicity, sincerity, genuine- 
ness and unweared devotion in service rendered daily to God £ind the Church, 
and found constant expression in word and deed in her home so sacred and 
dear to her. 

It was during the summer of 1873 that Mrs. Pugh met and became ac- 
quainted with her husband. They were joined together in holy wedlock, 
August 20th of that year. In September of 1873 they began their work in 
the Iowa Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church and for thirty-six 
years in the pastorate and four years in evangelistic service sister Pugh was 
heart and soul in sympathy with her husband in all his efforts to make his 
ministry fruitful in the salvation of precious souls for whom Jesus laid down 
his precious life. She was always deeply and sympathetically concerned about 
the sick of their parish. 

Mrs. Pugh was not only the queen of her home but God crowned her 
life with the care and culture of three children; Mrs. Stella May Brown of 
McCook, Nebraska, Mrs. Pearl Anna Evans of Cedar Rapids, Iowa, with 
whom they made their home, and Mrs. Lulu B. Mayne of Terra Ceia, North 
Carolina. 

Brother and Sister Pugh served several charges in the regular pastorate in 
the Iowa Conference. At the last charge, in 1909, they retired from the pas- 
toral service and located in Cedar Rapids, Iowa, where she passed peacefully 
to the reward of him who said, “Be thou faithful unto death and I will give 
thee a crown of life<.” 

Her faith in God and Jesus Christ as a personal saviour never wavered • 
but grew brighter and brighter through all her suffering until the years merged 
into the realities of heaven’s eternal day. 

She departed this life Thursday morning, March 30, 1922, at five o’clock, 
aged seventy years, four months and three days. She leaves to mourn her 
departure, her husband, three daughters and their husbands, three grand- 
daughters and one grandson; also two brothers and two sisters. Prof. Frank 
S. Hill, superintendent of consolidated schools of Olin, Iowa; Prof. Edward C. 
Hill, Supt. of high schools of Seattle, Washington; Mrs. C. J. Best of Neligh, 
Nebraska, whose husband is editor of the Neligh Leader; and Mrs. Frank Todd 
of Atkinson, Nebraska, who are on a farm in Nebraska. 

Mrs. Pugh’s parents, one brother and two sisters and an infant son had 
gone on before and were anxiously waiting her home coming. 

Funeral services were held in Trinity M. E. church, Cedar Rapids, Iowa, 
April 2nd, 1922, conducted by Rev. F. C. Witzigman, D. D., assisted by Rev. 
W. G. Thorn. Mrs. Pugh was laid to rest in Linwood cemetery. Cedar Rapids, 
Iowa. 



MRS. MYRON R. FRENCH 

Bessie Lyon was bom in Wethersfield, Conn., on August 17, 1878. She 
grew to womanhood in her native state, Connecticut. 

She was converted in the Methodist church in North Canton, Conn., in 
November, 1892, at fourteen years of age. She joined the Methodist church at 
once and proved her conversion by a life of faithful earnest Christian activity. 

She was joined in marriage with Myron R. French in March 1897, in 
Guilford, Conn., and not long afterward they entered the active work of the 
Christian ministry. 

To them were born two children, Hollis and Dorothy. The son, Hollis, 
is in Waterbury, Conn. Dorothy is married and with her husband, Harold 
Rickert, lives in Manchester, Conn. 
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For several years Sister French had not enjoyed good health. She came 
with her husband to Iowa in the fall of 1920, hoping by the change to improve 
her condition. They were received into the Iowa Conference upon recogni- 
tion of orders and appointed by Bishop Stuntz to the Amish Circuit where a 
year of hard and successful work was spent. 

She was always interested and helpful in the church work, driving over 
the circuit with her husband whenever her health would permit. She was at 
the Pleasant Hill church the last Sunday of her earthly life. Sept. 18th, for 
Sunday School, but was not able to stay for preaching service. On the next 
Wednesday night Brother French held prayer meeting at Champion Hill and 
on returning home found his wife seriously ill. In the succeeding hours she 
seemed better at times but it was only temporary. She peacefully slipped 
away to Heaven on Saturday morning about ten o’clock, Sept. 24th, 1921, at 
the age of 43 years, 1 month and 7 days. 

Sister French was a true and faithful Christian woman, “full of faith and 
good works; a true helpmeet to her husband in the Christian ministry. She 
was quiet in disposition, queenly in manner, devoutly religious in her person- 
al life, a firm believer in the essentials of the Christian religion. While she 
lived she made the world better and now her works do follow her. She is -at 
rest. 

Funeral services were held in Pleasant Hill church on the Amish charge 
on Sunday, Sept. 25th. Several ministers assisted in the service. District 
Superintendnt George L. Minear led the prayer at the house and preached 
the sermon at the church from John 14:1-3 and 18. H. C. Millice read the 
23rd Psalm at the house and the 14th chapter of John at the church. W. S. 
Moore read Prov. 31:10-31 and offered the opening prayer at the church. R. V. 
Pike offered the closing prayer. The hymns were beautifully sung by a quar- 
tet from Wellman, Messrs. Hutsberger and Griffith and Mesdames Knight and 
Nichols, accompanied by Miss Alice McConnell presiding at the organ.

DAY G. McKinley newsom 

Day G. McKinley Newsom was born in the M. E. parsonage at Wellman, 
la., July 23, 1900. His early education was received from the public schools of 
Wapello, Bloomfield and Fort Madison, Iowa, and he was graduated from the 
Fort Madison High School in the class of 1917. The first few months of the 
following year he spent at Iowa Wesleyan College, going to work with his 
brother Hugh at the end of the first semester. In September, 1918, he en- 
listed in the S. A. T. C. at Cornell College, Mt. Vernon, Iowa. Four years of 
happy and successful college life there followed. He had a good baritone 
voice and was a member of the College Glee Club his last three years; his 
senior year he was president of the club. He loved dramatic work, and took 
an active part in all college dramatics. He was president of his class in his 
Junior Year, receiving his degree of Bachelor of Arts in June, 1922. 

In the summer of 1921, Day, with a group of his college associates, toured 
the towns of the middle- west on the chautauqua circuit. He seemed to enjoy 
the summer’s experience, not only or the love of acting his parts in the com- 
pany play, but for the friendships made in the weekly meetings of the circuit 
talent. He often spoke proudly of the fact that this company, of which he 
was the manager, never missed any engagement, although cyclone and mud 
did their best to stop them at times. It was this same eager, adventurous 
spirit that made him tackle anything that came and finish it with a proud 
sparkle in his eye. 

He spent this past summer in the White Mountains with his brother 
Earl, as a master in Camp Pemigewassett at Wentworth, New Hampshire. 
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Thus the months were spent in a glorious reveling with nature, swimming, 
fishing, canoeing, playing tennis and baseball, climbing mountains, and en- 
joying to the utmost the freedom and beauty and picturesqueness of the New 
England Hills. It was there, in God’s out-of-doors, working with young boys, 
that Day seemed really to find himself. Boys — their ambitions, their play, 
their pranks, their open-hearted friendliness — fascinated him. They, on their 
side, were quick to sense the happy, square manliness in him, and he was a 
decided favorite among the hundred and twenty-five boys of the camp circle. 
They never tired of hearing his amateur vaudeville acts and wierd stories, 
whether it was in a “show” in the lodge, or around the big campfire on the 
sand beacL He left camp August 28, for New York City, where he spent 
two days with his brothers Francis and Earl, enjoying the city in true mus- 
keteer fashion. From there he came directly to Morning Sun, Iowa, where he 
had ten days at home with his mother and father and sister Grace and visiting 
relatives. Day was apparently in perfect health, full of vitality and con- 
tageous good spirit, and anxious to get to his job as traveling representative in 
Michigan for a Chicago Book concern. Friday morning, September 8th, he 
went to Cedar Rapids, where he purchased the new car that he was to use 
in his new work, and then drove to Mt. Vernon to spend the week-end with 
his old college friends. Saturday evening he went to bed with a severe head- 
ache, which had developed by Monday morning into a delirious fever. He was 
taken to St. Luke’s Hospital at Cedar Rapids, and the case diagnosed as 
aceptic spinal meningitis. In spite of all the medical attention that could be 
rushed to his bedside, he died Wednesday morning, the thirteenth, at seven 
o’clock. 

Day Newsom’s wholesomeness was one of his greatest characteristics. He 
was always so sincere, so free from self-conciousness, in his interest in others, 
that he won unusual confidence and made friends everywhere. His whole- 
someness seemed to be an outgrowth of a standard of complete honesty which 
he had for himself, not only in business relationships, but in the moral world 
as well. Such frankness comes only from the consciousness of “playing a 
square game” with self. 

Day’s living was primarily unselfish. He was unusually quick to see the 
needs of others, and was' untiring in his efforts to help. But Day’s sym- 
pathy, his unselfishness and devotion to others, were rounded out and deep- 
ened by his enthusiasm. His enthusiasm was spoken of as contageous. Life 
and work were to him a source of continuous enjoyment and experiment. 
The uncertainties of one day to another were to him the things that made life 
interesting; they were inherent in his appreciation. He loved to watch life 
unfold, and almost every day opened up some point of contact with the world 
and nature. And as he watched and enjoyed, so he himself unfolded with 
warm response to everything in the world about him. Nothing of beauty in 
nature or of human interest in the character of friends escaped the enthusiasm 
of his spirit. Home and God and Nature were firmly fixed in the heart of his 
enjoyment. Day often pointed to a poem by his friend, Mr. Tull, as contain- 
ing his code of living: 

AFRAID? 

Afraid to live? Nay, I would grow — 

Triumph, conquer, fail, forego; 

Nor one whit of pain or bliss 
In this earth-life would I miss. 

Life is marvelously good. 

Full of Love and Brotherhood.

Day’s body was taken to Mt. Vernon, 
and there in the chapel a vesper memorial service was held, midst the harp 
music that he loved so to hear. He was brought home to Morning Sun Sat- 
urday to be with his family on Sunday. The final funeral services, in charge 
of Dr. Thomas Osborn, were held in First Church, Fort Madison, Monday 
morning. He was laid to rest in Oakland cemetery at Fort Madison. 

Day leaves behind him his father and mother. Rev. and Mrs. J. E. New- 
som of Fremont, Iowa; his sister Grace; and three brothers: Hugh R., of 
New York City; Francis W., of Trenton, New Jersey; and E. Earl, of Hudson, 
Ohio. 



HELEN ARLENE DECKER 

Helen-Arlene, adopted daughter of Rev. and Mrs. J. S. Decker, was born 
in Burlington, Iowa, November 26, 1910. Died in the Burlington hospital at 
7:30 o’clock on Wednesday evening August 23rd, 1922, from injuries received 
when she was run down by an automobile near the Meadiapolis Chautauqua 
grounds an hour and a half earlier in the evening. 

About six o’clock Helen Arlene with three girl friends, who had been 
enjoying themselves throughout the afternoon on the chautauqua grounds, 
started to go to the old Kossuth spring a short distance from the grounds. They 
had gone only a litle way from the car entrance to the park when they met 
a string of cars returning from the ball game. Evidently becoming frightened 
or confused by the nearness of the cars because of the narrowness of the road 
at the place of the accident, Helen-Arlene attempted to cross the road behind 
a car that had just passed. She misjudged the distance and speed of the 
approaching car, for it struck her, knocking her down on the road immediately 
in its path and passing entirely over her. 

The little unconscious form was picked up and, attended by local physi- 
cians, was rushed to the hospital where it was soon realized that nothing could 
be done by human hands to save her life, and she passed quietly away without 
regaining consciousness in about a half an hour after reaching the hospital. 
She was at the age of almost twelve years, the light of her young, promising 
life thus suddenly and ruthlessly put out at just the time when it had begun 
to bloom out into the beauty of youth. Her untimely and tragic death cast 
a gloom of sorrow over many hearts, not only at Mediapolis, but wherever she 
was known, for she had made many warm friends among both old and young 
wherever she had gone. 

At the age of six months she was taken into the home of Rev. and Mrs. 
Decker then living at Kirkville, Iowa. They soon adopted her and she im- 
mediately became the light and joy of their home and was to- her foster par- 
ents all that a child of their own flesh and blood could possibly have been. 
Upon her they lavished all the pent up love and affection of the years that 
they had been denied the companionship and blessing of children in the home. 
She responded readily to their efforts in her behalf and gave promise of a useful 
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career in life. She was bright of intellect and of a happy and joyous dis- 
position. Tender of heart and easily moved to sympathy by the misfortunes 
of others, and especially of children. The stories of the suffering of the child- 
ren of war-tom Europe and other famine stricken countries affected her 
greatly and she never failed, in her prayers, which she took her turns in of- 
fering at family worship, to ask God to bless the poor little orphan and heathen 
children who do not have the chance to know about Jesus as we do, and to 
help us to send them food and missionaries. 

Helen-Arlene was especially accomplished in music for one of her age. 
She had taken lessons with more or less regularity since she was six and a half 
years old and gave promise of unusual ability along musical lines. She had 
played the piano for the prayer meeting services of the church much of the 
time for a year or more and will be greatly missed in that capacity especially 
by her father. She also had a sweet voice and it was the hope of her parents 
to give her every opportunity for its development. 

She formally united with the church about a year and a half ago and 
took the responsibility of church membership with becoming solemnity. 

Helen Arlene will be greatly missed by her many friends and especially 
will the parsonage home be sad and lonely without her cheery laughter and 
her happy prattle. 

Funeral services were held in the Methodist church at Mediapolis at four 
o’clock Friday afternoon August 25, by Rev. E. J. Shook, D. D., Superinten- 
dent of the Burlington District, assisted by the Revs. Barnett of Crawfords- 
ville, McBride of Wapello, and Stodghill of Burlington. Many others of the 
ministers of the conference were present. 

On Saturday morning the body was shipped to Moravia, Iowa, where at 
two o’clo^ck that afternoon a brief service was conducted in the Methodist 
church by Dr. Shook. Rev. C. E. Coggeshall of What Cheer, Iowa, delivered 
the sermon after some appropriate remarks by Dr. Shook. Rev. C. B. Ray- 
hill, pastor of the church assisted in the service.

Many and 
beautiful also were the floral offerings of kind and sorrowing friends. 

Burial was in the beautiful Moravia cemeter beside the foster mother who 
passed away and was buried there in October 1914. 

Thus are our earthly hopes blasted like tender flowers before summer’s 
drought, and we are constrained to ask, “To what purpose have they lived so 
brief a span?” Earth gives no satisfactory answer, but faith gives answer, 
“Thy dead have neither lived nor died in vain.”

A beautiful white soul slipped away to be with Jesus when little Dorothy 
Grace, eleven year old daughter of Rev. and Mrs. W. E. Tinney, closed her 
etyes to earthly scenes in the Methodist parsonage in Fremont, la., Monday 
June 19, 1922 at 11:15 a. m. 

Dorothy came to them in the month of roses and song birds, Monday, 
June 23, 1911, in the parsonage in Tarkio, Mo., as a welcome guest and a ray 
of sunshine and joy and for eleven precious years, lacking two days she 
blessed their home and now the good Father has called her to be with Him 
and they can and do say, though their eyes are blinded by tears, “He doeth 
all things well.”

Report of the Committee on Resolutions: 

We wish to thank the First Christian Church brethren for the use of their 
church during the meetings of the Laymen’s Association. We wish to express 
our appreciation and extend our heartfelt thanks to the Programme Commit- 
tee and all those taking part in making this one of the most helpful and in- 
spiring meetings the Association has held in recent years. 

We recommend that our Laymen organize for Brotherhood and Gospel 
Team work and in every way assist our pastors in vital Christian service. 

We recommend that the President of the Association appoint a committee 
of three to make a survey of the problem of organized men’s work. 

That we as Laymen recommend that a vigorous campaign be waged for 
observation of the Sabbath Day and preservation of religious and moral stan- 
dards.

HISTORICAL 

REPORT OF CONFERENCE HISTORIAN 
TO THE MEMBERS OF THE IOWA CONFERENCE 
Dear Bishop and Brethren: 

The past year has been a year full of history. Many new pages have 
been written, and many closed. Perhaps many of the important events will 
soon be forgotten because the pages of history have not been used in thus 
preserving the events, important though they may be. 

I desire to return thanks to our dear Heavenly Father for his care and 
leading through the events of the year, leading as they did to the home of 
Brother M. R. French, the Amish pastor, on account of the death of his be- 
loved wife, and aiding him as far as possible in the sad journey on some 
of the way to the place of interment. 

The year of history began with the adjournment of the conference at 
Mt. Pleasant in the* beautiful and important event of the laying of the cor- 
ner stone of the new gymnasium of our Iowa Wesleyan college. While the 
conference was in session there had been a busy time in laying the tileing for 
draining the basement, and the work was in readiness for the services at 2 
o’clock, Monday afternoon. In spite of the fact that many were anxious 
to start for home a large audience was present to hear the splendid ad- 
dress of Bishop Stuntz, who laid the stone, assisted by others as noted in 
the last minutes. This means a large and helpful influence in the carrying 
on of Christian education by our own Iowa Wesleyan College. In this we 
dare not forget the splendid leadership of our own president. Dr. U. S. 
Smith, who has led this splendid work through. 

MEMBERSHIP RECORDS — I am more than ever convinced that too 
little care is taken of the membership records, and when the new records 
have begun to be used the old ones are allowed to step aside, as if they were 
of no value, and they soon become lost. Frequently there comes a request 
concerning a church letter and nothing can be found on the new record, 
and the old one is missing. These records, I feel sure, should always be in 
the hands of the pastor in charge. Sometimes they are carried away and 
sometimes they are left with a layman and their location is forgotten. I 
have, in the years past, found one in a store and one forty miles away from 
where it belonged. 

I have received during the year a package of old church records which 
were found in'an old attic, and which contain a good deal of information, all 
of which, I trust, will be of great help in the future. I have found some 
records in which the members names have been stricken from the list by a 
long pen mark across the page through the name, this should not be, as 
a simple check at the end of the line, at the beginning, and a proper entry 
in the spaces designed for how dismussed, and the date of death, or recep- 
tion into full membership, is all that is required. 

Programs and accounts of the dedication of the new churches at Plano 
and Cincinnatii, during the year, have been placed in my hands. I trust 
all such will be sent in, as they are making history. 
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This session of our conference has been writing history, as it is the fifth 
held at Keokuk. The first session was held Sept. 26 to Oct. 2, 1855, Bi^op 
Simpson presiding; second, Sept. 14 to 19, 1864, Bishop James presiding; 
third, ^pt. 15 to 21, 1875, Bishop Merrill presiding; and the fourth in the 
old First Church, Sept, 17 to 22, 1902, Bishop Hamilton presiding. 

Help me to find old minutes, I have calls for copies of 1854, 1855, 1856, 
1862, 1864, 1874. These are badly needed. Also any minutes of years in 
1850, 1860, 1870 and the early 1880’s. 

Brethren, let us care for history. Be sure and leave a good history in 
the historical part of your church records, of church or parsonage building 
improvements. Unless done, these items, ere long, are forgotten. Make 
church history an important item of the year. 

Extensive plans have been made for the semi-centennial, or fiftieth 
anniversary of the Northwest Iowa conference this fall at Ft. Dodge, which 
will be full of interest. It was my privilege to sit very near the Bennett 
Mitchell and wife at the unveiling of the oil portrait in the Iowa Historical 
building during the General conference session. He was possibly the oldest 
Methodist preacher in Iowa, having been licensed to preach in 1^4, and en- 
tered the Iowa conference in 1855, being sent to Brighton 1855, and Floris 
1856, and was changed with the formation of the new Western Iowa Con- 
ference in 1860, being one of the original members of that conference. He 
passed to his coronation at Sioux City, Iowa, Saturday morning, August 12, 
1922. 

I trust that we may be able to plan for the eightieth session, in a histor- 
ical manner in 1923. 

This gathering of history, to me, is full of intense interest.
